Similar Verdict in. Ca 
Browne's Case, 


Jones Culpable for Toting

Vinette and the Seven are- Held by Justice 
Knox—Pinther Sentenced—The North- 
westerners are Crawling 
Eastward.

WASHINGTON, May 8. —The three 
leaders of the Commonweal, Coxey, 
Browne and Christopher Columbus 
Jones, have been found guilty of vio- 
lating the laws by a jury of their 
peers and will have to submit to a 
sentence hereafter to be imposed by 
the court for their recent demonstra- 
tion on the Capitol grounds. Thus 
ends what, as the leaders stated, ‘‘the 
greatest march of the nineteenth cen- 
tury.”” All three of the accused were 
tried on the first count. of the indict- 
ment which charged them with display- 
ing a banner designed to bring into 
public notice the Coxey Good Roads 
Association. Jones of Philadelphia was 
acquitted of the second charge, which 
accused him of treading on the grass, 
but Coxey and Browne were convieted. 

The jury retired. at 12:53 o’clock after 
hearing a long charge from the Judge, 
which left them little alternative but 
to convict if they followed his leading. 
About 3:30 o’clock the jurors sent for 
the instructions given for the defense, 
but the government objected and they 
filed into the courtroom while the 
Judge read the instructions. 

Young Attorney Hymam endeavored 
to have the fact that the objection 
came from the prosecution laid before 
the the jury, but he was suppressed. 
Judge: Miller stated he would not have 
handed over the ‘written instructions 
under any circumstances as that would 
have been irregular. Twenty-five min- 
utes after this episode, the jury re- 
turned with the Verdict

‘“‘“Gen.’’ Coxey left the room on tne arm 
of his wife, pushing through a curious 
crowd, which made no demonstration. 

The conviction of Coxey and Jones 
was a surprise to the: Commonweal sym- 
pathizers. Coxey said it was evident 
this conviction was not for what he 
had done, but because of the principles 
in behalf of which he had announced. 
Carl Browne. remarked : 

“TI was surprised at the conviction 
of Brother Coxey, because he was

By a curious Congressional error in a 
recent bill, which recognized the Dis- 
trict courts, ther is no appellate court 
to which a police court case can «be 
carried. The only. method of appeal- 
ing from Judge Miller’s sentence would 
be by an application to a higher court 
for writs of habeas corpus and certi- 
orari. Attorney Lipscomb has an- 
nounced he will take this step if Judge 
Miller overrules the motion for a new 
trial. However, such a petition will 
not operate as’a stay of judgement to 
keep the defendants from serving their 
sentences while it is pending.

An Alleged’ Murder Case 
is Developing. 

Bodies of. George “‘Decker’s Wie 
and Child Found. 


The History of a Disappearance in’ 
Shasta Valley. 


The Husband of the Supposed Murdered 
Woman is Placed in Jail—He Refuses 
to Talk—The Circumstantial 
Bvidence.

By Telegraph to The Times, 
SAN FRANCISCO, May 


nent and wealthy farmer of Siskiyou’ 
county, is now within tha walls of the 
County Jail, charged wi& the crime of 
murdering his wife an@ child twenty- 
The woman and, 
babe disappéared, and, though people | 
were not satisfied that Decker’ was 
guiltless, no action was taken, nor any 
strict investigation made, as neither 
the woman nor babe nor their bodies 
were found. Decker’s subsequent ac- 
tiors did not allay the suspicions en- 
gendered, though the lapse of so many 
years made the memory of them less 
vivid. Two skeletons, those of a wo- 
man and babe, were discovered in a 
lonely cave in the remote mountains a 
few days ago. An investigation was 
set on foot, and today Decker is an in- 
mate of the County Jail charged with 
a cold-blooded and atrocious murder. 
Nearly thirty years ago there came 
to this, then. wilderness, a man with 
his wife and two children. They set- 
tled on a farm’ twenty-seven miles 
southeast of Yreka and three miles 
from Where the little town of Edge- 
wood now stands. Their neighbors 
were not many, and, after the manner 
of pioneers, their relations “with them 
were close and intimate. It was but 
a few months before the little com- 
munity was talking of the unhappy 
relations of the new arrivals, and in 
all this gossip Decker was ‘condemned 
and his wife praised. She, it was 
said, was ‘truthful, innocent and lov-. 
ing, while Decker was described as 
cold-blooded, mercenary and brutal in 
his treatment of his faithful wife and 
innocent children. A recurring factor 
in the family unpleasantness was a 
rich widow, who owned a fine farm ad- 
joining the raich which Decker had 
bought with his wife’s money. As 
time passed Decker paid more atti: 
tion: to the widow and his treatment 


more inhuman. It was evident to the 
neghbors that he dssired to’ get ‘rid-of |: 
his wife, and his efforts to do so were 
the scandal of the section. 

By ‘those whose memories are clear 
as to occurrences so long ago, it is 
sald that Decker tried every device 


he might secure divorce. ‘He secured 
meg loose enough ‘to aid him in those 
trickeries, but the upright course of the 
little woman failed them. He even, it 
is sa‘ld, resorted to forged letters, but 

‘thouwt avail. Meamnitime another babe 
was born, but th’s only -seemed to 
cause redoubled efforts on the part of 
tthe husband and father. Finding no 
chance of escape from ithe irksome 
bonds in #he divorce court, Decker an- 
mouncéd that his wife and children 
intended to pay a visit to friends in 
the southern part of ‘the Staite. Decker 
drove his wife ‘to Yreka, saying ‘thait 
he would ‘take ther to Trintty Center, 
where she could board the south-bound 
stage. They spent the night at the 
old Unton Hotel, which stood on the 
sibe now occupied by the Yreka Opera- 
house. It is claimed that the -wife’s 
worried expression and ‘tearful eyes 
excited the sympaithy of some ‘adies 
im ithe hotel, and they questioned her 
as ito ithe cause of her grief. : 

“My husband is going to send me 
away,’ was her explanattion. 

Next morning the husband, mother, 
babe and two children left the hotel. 
The husband returned later with two 
of the eldest children. He said he had 


sent his wife to Shasta by stage. The | 


little children, when questioned, as- 
serted that, after traveling some dis- 
tance from_ town, their father had un- 
hitched the ~eam and, telling them to 
remain in the wagon, took their mother 
and the. baby off into the wild, moun- 
_They said he returned 
to them alone. The mother and child 
were never seen again. Not much 
faith was placed in Decker’ 8 story, and 
so suspicious were the “circumstances 
that an investigation was made. It 
showed that the wife never set foot 
on the Shasta stage and Decker then 
asserted that she had eloped with some 
paramour. This could neither be 
proven or disproven, and, failing to 
find any evidence of a crime having 
been committed, after easual search, 
the officers allowed the matter to drop. 

Decker’s siege on the heart of the 
widow neighbor was more assiduous 
after the talk of his wife’s strange 
going had somewhat subsided. e 
applied to the courts and finally se- 
cured a divorce on the ground of adul- 
tery. The widow yielded to his wooing 
and in the course of time they were 
married and the farm bought with his 
first wife’s money, and the rich acr 
belonging to the second wife were 
united and under his control. Rumors 
of cruelty to his children by his first 
wife were current in the community 
from time to time, and after several 
years it was whispered around that 
he was not as kind to the quondam 
widow as she might have been led to 
expect from his ardent courtship.

Decker has sécured the services of 
James F..

Decker married a widow, who had a 
valuable ranch adjoining his. and the 
two properties were united as cone; his 
own, by the way, being bought with 
his first wife’s money largely. Ru- 
mors of cruelty to his first wife’s chil- 
dren, the sudden death of her grani- 
child and the death of his second wife, 
without any @efinite knowledge of a 
cause, have aroused a spirit of inves- 
tigation that seems to point to a series 

crimes almost appalling. Decker 
has succeeded lately in getting into 
some good soelety; has become an ac- 
tive Odd Fellow and has established a 
pretty good reputation. He has a 
ranch of about 600 acres in the béauti-

THE WOOTTON CASE. 


The Evidence Against Sanders. 
Daily Becoming Stronger. 


The Letters “Received by Friends from the 
Missing Man Proved to Be Forg- 
eries Beyond the Shadow 

_ of a Doubt. 


The chain of evidence against Prof. 
W. A. Sanders, now in jail in Fresno, 
chargéd with the murder of Witliam. 
Wootton, a wealthy rancher ‘of that 
county; for the purpose of sécuring 
his property, is daily becoming stronger. 
As has been stated in the Associated 
Press dispatches, after William Woot- 
ton disappeared from his ranch on Fel» 
ruary 1, some of his nearest friends 
received letters alleged to have been 
written by him and mailed at San 
Fernando, Los Angeles, San Bernardino 
and Barstow. These letters were placed 
in the hands of an expert, and upon 


Prof. Sanders, the alleged murderer. 


careful examination of the same he 
Pprononunced each and every one of 
them forgeries. In other words the 
letters supposed to have been written 
by William Wootton and addressed to 
. different people in the vicinity of Reed- 
ley, Fresno county, were pronounced 
forgeries. 

To establish the fact of the forgeries, 
or their genuineness, Sheriff Scott of 
Fresno detailed Detective Lawson to 
investigate the letters very thoroughly, 
and during the past ten days Mr. Law- 
son has given the matter his personal 
attention. 

Through positive information received 
from leading residents of Barstow, Mr. 
Lawson has ascertained that Prof. San- 
ders was in that town the day pre- 
ceding and the very day that the let- 
ters alleged to have been written by 
William Wootton were mailed from 
that place. One of the letters was ad- 
dressed to Prof. Sanders himself, and 
it was registered. The letter gwas 
dropped into a Wells-Fargo box at 
Barstow, with a note directed to the 
postmaster, and it requested the post- 
master to mail the letter. 

‘It is alleged that Prof. Sanders has 
given out information to the effect 
that Knausch and Wootton were in 
San Bernardino county, and Graves, | 
who figured in the fraudulent land j 
transaction, threw them over a high 
precipice and murdered them.

THE UNEMPLOYED AND THE GOLD FIELDS 


_ fp there are still thousands of men 
out of employment in this State, it may 
be asked why no attempt has yet been 
made to try the plan which was sug- 
gested some months ago to give these 
men work in the old placer mines of 
the State. This plan was tried in Aus- 
tralia, where it was found to work very 
well. It is true that the placer ground 
along the foothills has been pretty thor- 
oughly. worked over, but it is also true 
that there is still plenty of gold left 
there, although big nuggets may be 
few and far between. At the same 
. time, even such finds as these are still 
becasionally made. Scarcely a month 
_ Passes that we do not read of a lucky 
stroke by some persevering prospector 
‘in one of the northern or central coun- 
ties. How much greater would be the 
chance of making such. discoveries if 
several thousand men were at work in- 
stead of a few hundred. Then, at the 
same time, there would be little chance 
that the men would not earn their liv-~ 
ing, for it is exceptionally poor placer 
ground that will not pay four bits a 
day, and a man can live high on $15 
@ month in the mountains. This, of 
course, applies to unmarried men, But 
if a majority of the single men who 
,are unemployed were proyided gor in 
“this manner it would be mych ‘¢asier ‘ 
to take care of the rest in the cities, 
The cost of such experiment would be 
very small, consisting only of the pur- 
chase of.a few necessary tools and a 
little plain food to keep the men going 
for a week or two. After that in most 
cages they would be self-supporting. 
One of the advantages of such work as 
this would be that it would not inter- 
Tere with any men who are now at. 
work, or throw anybody out of employ- 
ment, It would be ell extra work, and 
whatever gold was found would be 
much wealth added to the resources of 
the State. While the men were thus 
making a living for themselves it might 
be expected that they would turn up 
some new and valuable deposits, which 
would be of permanent value to the

Monday owihg to the arrival of 10,000 
céntals of barley from Oregon and Wash- 
ington. Fe barley is now quoted: in
